Japan. 

ITitlierlo foreigners who have 
tored .Japanese sliijis in distres.s 
8"avfed..per.Son8 from wreclc have ijeen 
presented with sums in specie or letters 
of thanks; but the authorities liavi; de 
cided to give such jiersons, henceforth 
rewards in the form of valuable Japan 
. eso manufactures. 

It is rumored that as native banks 
and commercial firms cannot enlist 
foreigners among their shareholders no 
partnership lias yet been overtly e.stab- 
iialied between ,Japane.';e and V,y\Yo\ 
cans or Americans. 

Of late the Peking governineiil ha 
made considerable purchases of arms in 
Japan, and several officials on board 
the Chine.se man of war \n \\\w, at 
Vokohama," «rG now buying in Tokio 
such weapons as liave been disposed of 
by the war department lo native mer- 
ehant.s. 

It is inentioned that the manufac- 
ture of woolen cloth in .Tapan is so 
much improved that home-made is no 
longer inferior to imjiorted stuff; uiid 
that,' therefore, from the beginning of 
next year, the uniform of the soldiery, 
which is now made of kokura (Japan- 
ese thick cotton cloth) will be of do- 
mestic-woolen. 

Agrarian riots are reported to have 
occurred in Yunohara and Kageto, 
villages in the province of Euzeii. The 
peasantry complain that money is 
scarce and that rice simultaneously de- 
preciates in value, to the great distress 
of the producers. 

The'native paper.i state that the re- 
cent fire in Masii-go-cho, Yokoiiauia, 
der.troycd 110 houscsj did considerable 
ilaniage to two more, and was the cause 
of injury to several persons. 

Locusts yearly work great havoc on 
the cultivated lands of Hokkaido, 
where last yeal- tliey de.stroycd crops 
valued at 100,000 yen. Therefore the 
authorities have under consideration 
the propriety of appropriating about 
300,000 yon to take precautions against 
their ravages this year. 

Great distress is leported lo prevail 
among the islanders of t)suinia in con- 
bequcnce-of the failure of the .sugar 
crop, oit the sale of which they depend 
for thWn^eessitie.s^of'^Jci.^t'ence. They 
have nothing; to .lupport life but jiouiid 
ed sago palm mixed \/ilh a few .'iwer-t 
potatoes — wlien the.?e are procurable. 



{ Other European ZntolUeronce. 

! London, Mill, h 31.— Gladstone in 
' closing debate I.ist evening, denied 
I emphatically that closure was intend- 
I ed to prepare the w.ay for coercion. It 
j was crime, not cloture, that made coer- 
cion po.ssible. The government only 
asked the house, by passing the amend- 
ment, to shut the door against a prin- 
cijile which will defeat individual folly 
and the darker designs of those who 
would stand between the IFouse and 
the discharge of its duties. North- 
cote, in the course of a speech, com- 
mented favorably on the other rule.«. 
John Bright, like Gladstone, comment- 
ed severely on the designs of tlio Irish, 
which he illustrated by quoting pro 
ceodings of the Chicago convention, 
dlad.stone, rejilying to the question 
this evening, said the government had 
no change lo announce in the Llotiire 
resolution. He would introduce the 
budget on the 21th of .\pril. 

Patrick J. Smyth, member for Tip 
perary, and fourteen moderate home 
rulers, voted with the luajority in the 
division in tlu! House last njght.

The claims of 
Reed Bros, were then explained so far as 
he thought advisable. He gbjected on

terests of the government or tho contrac- 
tors themsslves, and he would not bring 
them down. 

Mr. Smithe would supiiort the resolu- 
tion as no papers had been laid before tho 
graving dock committee on tho subject 
after they had been asked for. The coun- 
try had a perfect right to know all about 
a ciiiestioii involving Dome S42,000 of pub- 
lic money. The iirobability was that that 
large .sum would liavo to be paid and the 
House ought to know all about it.

Drake & .Tackaon rs. Hawkins — The 
plaintitl's as trustees for the Manitoba In- 
vestment and Loan Society are assignees 
by wiiy of mortgage of tho rights granted 
to E. L. Derby and his assigns under the 
Suinas Dyking Act, 1S78, and in such ca- 
pacity sued the defendant for $323, as- 
sessments alleged to bo due from him un- 
der tlio Act. The defendant disputed his 
liability on tho ground that the dyking 
work had not been perforiuod according 
to specification; that the same in place of 
being a success w.ts a failure, having sig- 
nally failed to reclaim the lands; and that 
upon a correct construction of-tho Act the 
effectual dyking of the lands was a condi- 
tion precedent to the plaintiffs' right to 
recover. The reports of tho engineer, 
Mr. Navarro, to the government in 1878, 
condemning the wfu'k so far, were relied 
upon, and it was stated iqifin atlidavit 
that in coiisoqiience of tho dyke being 
placed too near tho river tho probability 
was that at high water the whole concern 
would bo washed away. 

For the plaintitl's it was proved that the 
chief coiiiuiissiniu'r nf l.inils and works, 
Mr. Walkom, bad [lassed the work as sat- 
isfactory and, according to the terms of 
the Act, had granted li,()00 acres of land 
to the promoters, and tho plaintiffs con- 
tended that the action of the chief com- 
missioner was final, and that they had ad- 
vanced their money biniii Jidf upon the 
faith of his report and without notice of 
any defects or deviation from specitiea- 
tion, if such existed, which was denied. 

Tho Chief Jualico had made an order in 
Chambers requiring the dofoiidant, as a 
condition to his ilefending to pay the 
amount claimed and costs into Court. 
The present apjilii-a' ion was an appeal 
from this order. 

C'ouiiHel fnr ihe appellant argiUiil at 
length in support nf lii.s cniUeiitinii as 
above stated, and in addilimi urged, first- 
ly, that the acceptance of the woik by 
Mr. Walkom was not valid, as the .Act lo- 
quirod that tho wnrk should bt accepted 
by the chief eoniiiiis-siniu'r nf lands und 
Works, and that Mr. Walkeni ne\ er legal- 
ly held that nlllce as the position of attor- 
ney-general, In which ho was appointed 
by the lieiil . -goveruiu', was iucnmpal ible 
with that of cliief eninmissiniier; and that 
according to legal ruh'S and the (.'niistidi- 
tion .Act of the prnvinee lh(> nllioes nf the 
chief com mission el' and :a tnrney general 
must be kept ilistiiict. Secondly, that 
the plaintitl's, if the work hud been pro- 
perly oomploted. had full security by a 
lien upon tho land and that it was un- 
necessary to order further secui ily.

Tho Assassins Summarily ExeoutoA. 

Oi>K,-MA, March .';i.--(ien. Slieotnkof, 
public prosecutor of tho Kiotf military 
tribunal, was shot through the head and 
instantly killed while sitting on thuboulo^ 
\ard here to-day. 'J'wo assassins, who 
wore stopped while tleoing from tho scene 
in acaniage, offered violent resistance 
with their rovolvora and i)oiuards, and 
wounded three persons, but were finally 
overpowered and conveyed to the police 
station, flen. Streetnkof came to Odessa 
to conduct preliminary examinations in 
important political trials. 

St. l'KTEiisi)i-mi, April .'!. -Sukhanotl', 
condemned to death at the Nihilist trial, 
was shot at Cronstadt. Death was 
instant. Tlioiisands .surrounded the 
spot. 

The C/,ar, on being apprised of the 
murder of Con. Streetnkofl', ordered tho 
two assassins, who wore arrested, to be 
executed within twenty-four hours. They 
wore accordingly hanged at Odessa this 
afternoon.

San FiiANTisro, .\pril 2. — During an

Bad 
blood has existed between the parties, 
growing out of tho fact that Hainbiin had 
been in tho employ of Masaey in the ca- 
pacity of faro dealer, but was discharged 
some tiinoago, Tho parties met last even- 
ing in front of the Elite saloon, when 
Haniblin spoke to Massey. High words 
followed, when Massey struck Haiublin a 
heavy blow on the head with a cane. 
iland)lin left, but arming himself return- 
ed soon, and meeting Massoy in the same 
place opened lire on him. Tho murderer 
was arrested. 

Sax FiiANcisio, April 3. — This morn- 
ing a fire broke out in Sperry & Co.'s 
lloiuing mill, a huge, four-story building. 
The tire soon communicated to a large 
wooden warehouse adjoining the mill, in 
which was stored an immense quantity of 
grain and ground feed. Both buildings 
and their contents wore destroyed. After 
a fierce and .jirotracted struggle for tho 
mastery, the tiremon subdued tlie tlanies. 
The total loss will reach $150,000; iiisnr^ 
ancc, $80,000. During the firo several 
men were injured, but nono fatally.
